Definite progress is reported in

The two suspects had been guests 


at a Hanover hotel for several days 
prior to the night of the holdup. 
They left the hotel, leaving their 
personal belongings and a lodging 
bill, on June 17, police declare.

the salesrooms at which Brown is 
employed early on the evening of 
June 17 and arranged for a demon- 
stration of a car.

If the new constitution is adopted 


a board of directors will be elected. 


The communication, prepared by 


President Hanson, and mailed to 
the Chamber membership by Sec- 
retary Biehl, is published as a gen- 
eral communication addressed to all 
those interested in the advancement 
of Gettysburg. The letter is as fol- 
lows: 


Hanson Letter 


"The citizens of Gettysburg have 


felt for some years the necessity 
of maintaining: an organization 
sufficiently broad to cover all of 
the interests of our community. 
Such a community effort promotes 
comradeship among ourselves and 
at the same tune makes possible 
the larger development of Gettys- 
burg. We have such an organi- 
zation in the Chamber of Com- 
merce. 


"Last year the citizens of Gettys- 


burg decided to make an experi- 
ment in reorganizing the Chamber 
of Commerce on a more demo- 
cratic basis. This system has been 
tried and has led all of us <to the 
conviction that by a change of our 
constitution we can render the 
Chamber of Commerce more ef- 
fective. 


"On Tuesday evening, June 28, 


at 7 o'clock, there is to be held an 
important meeting of our body. 
At this time we will vote on the 
new constitution and by-laws. If 
this new constitution is adopted, 
we will proceed at once with the 
election of a board of directors.
